| Open the door to a settlement of the strike 
im the anthracite coal fields, representatives 


from three Score cities, sixteen states, and 


| the District of Columbia will assemble in 


conference in Detroit tomorrow morning. 
Every available power will be concentrated 
in a determined effort to break the coal dead- 
lock by outlining a plan for governmental 
interference or so effectively arousing public | 
sentiment that the mine operatore must give | 
way to steps toward a settlement. 


Will Find Way to Get Coal. 

We intend to see that a way is opened 
to get coal and thus remove the threat of 
widespread human misery which is coming 
with winter,“ said Mayor William C. May- 
bury, whose energy has made the confer- 
ence a reality. We intend to see, too, that 
the men who are preventing the mining and 
marketing of coal - their arrogance and 
insulting disregard for the public welfare 
are swept aside. Our chief effort will be to 
formulate a plan of how to get the coal into 
the markets.“ 

This is the line of action which the get 
coal conference will follow to the end, and 
when the meeting je called to order at 9:30 
o'clock in the morning in Masonic hall by 
Mayor Maybury it is expected that 300 rep- 
resentative men of the east and of the west 
will be prepared to take determined steps. 


The vanguard of delegates ie arriving 
tonight. With few exceptions all hold re- 
seritment against the mine operators, though 
they assert warmly that the action of the 


conference will be fair to both sides in the 


long drawn battle. But the arrogance of 
the operators, as their course is universally 
construed, in meeting President Roosevelt 
and his proposals of mediation was the last 
straw which held back their denunciation 


The conference plan proposed tonight con- 
templates the swinging of a club over the 
heads of the operators, and backing it with 
all the power that is represented by the na- 
tional government and its creator, the peo- 
ple.. 

Will Ask Prompt Legislation. 

The plan urged is the formulation of a de- 
mand for immediate legislation by the com- 
ing congrss which shall place the coal fields 
under close government control. On all 
sides it is held that the action of the oper: 
ors at the Washington conference had 
vanced the cause of municipal ownership a 
fifty years, and extreme arguments along 
this line are expected. An organization ex- 
tending from ocean to ocean is contem- 


| plated, too, by which it will be sought to 


arouse public sentiment in support of one 
set plan which may bring relief now and for 
the -future. 


Detail of Plan Vague 


Propositions advanced for governmental 


interference are vague and there will be 
much discussien before they are thrashed |. 
out to a definite result. A number contend 
that laws can be passed by congress in special 
session if need be which will pave the way for 
government control. Others advocate an 
amendment to the constitution to the same 
end, but this suggestion is not seriously con- 
sidered because of the length of time which 
would be required. | 
Mayor Maybury is determined to hold the 
conferees down to the proposition that a 
plan for immediate and effective relief is the 
result desired. The conference is to be pri- 
marily a get coal affair—to formulate 
a plan which will bring anthracite coal to the 
markets and relieve the present exhaustion 
and its attendant suffering. But full dis- 


cussion of existing conditions in the coal 


fields cannot be avoided. 

It is now planned that the enormous carry- 
ing charges levied on coal products by the 
coal carrying roads shall be held up for pub- 
lic condemnation. Along this line the figures 
presented by Tun Trisune are being ad- 
vanced as the chief argument for interfer- 
ence by the interstate commerce commission 
or a higher authority if the former fails. 


Roads Must Submit. 

Demand is made tonight that the state au- 
thorities of Pennsylvania or the attorney 
general of the United States be formally 
called upon to proceed against the coal car- 
rying roads which net the Pennsylvania 
fields and whose Officials have refused to ar- 
bitrate with the miners for violation of the 
Pennsylvania constitution. This problem 
has Deen referred to a number of prominent 
legal authorities for advice as to what course 
shall be taken in entering this demand. 


Constitution Section Applies. 
The section of the constitution on which 
proceedings against the roads may be de- 
manded asserts that— 


“No incorporated company doing the 


‘business of a common carrier shall directly 


or indirectly prosecute or engage in mining 
or manufacturing articles for transporta- 
tion over its works, nor shall such company 
directly or indirectly engage in any other 
businegs than that of common carrier, or 
| hold or acquire lands, freehold or leasehold, 


| directly or indirectly, except such as shall 


be necessary for carrying on its business. 
But any mining or manufacturing company 
may carry the product of its mines or manu- 
| ing fifty miles in length.” 


Proof of Violation 
It is contended. that ample proof can be 
found to legally show that the railroads do 
control the Pennsylvania mines. Claim is 


| further raised that these same roads have 


brazenly violated the interstate commerce 
law, which forbid= any common carrier 
from giving unreasonable preference toany 
particular person, company, firm, corpara- 
tion, or any particular description of traffic 


| in any respect whatsoever.”

There again you would be uneble to gratify 
| your wish because there is not coal enough 
mined to meet the amount, for at $15 a ton 
the eum would buy 95,677,457,932.8 tons of | 
anthracite coal; at $6.50 a ton it would pur- 
chase 220,794,133,587 tons of bituminous coal, 
or 189.402. 429.888 tons of coke at $9 a ton. 
This would supply every man, woman, and 
child in the world with nearly six tons of 
anthracite coal, and then the public need not 
care haw long the miners and coal barons 
continue their struggle. 


Billions of Acres of Land. 
It your tastes ran to real estate you would 
have abundant opportunity for gratifying . 
them, and at $20 an acre you could purchase 


171.788.008. 4009 acres of land, which would equal 


‘about 112,122,021 square miles, or a tract 
twenty-eight times as great as the estimated 
area of the United States and its territorial 
and insular possessions. 


What a Socialist Could Do. 

In the event that your socialistic tenden- 
‘cles prevailed, and you decided to share your 
fortune with your fellows, you would be in 
a position to make most munificént distribu- 


your fellow eitizens, then you could give to 
States and its “territories $18,408.62, with 


anthracite coal, should they choose, and 
could find the stuff in the coal yards. In the 
event your socialism knéw no limits of coun- 
try, color, or social condition, then every one 
of the 1,487,900,000 persons who are said to 
inhabit the earth would receive $964.55 onan 
equal distribution. 

There would be one great obstacle in the 
way of making this distribution, and that 
would be the counting of the money, which 
te, be prepared for the proper making of 
change would need to be in silver dollars and 
emaller coins, Were you to get together 
every man, woman, and child in the United 
States about this great pyramid of silver 
money, and were each able to count at the 
rate of $1 a second, it would take them five 
hours, thirteen minutes, and twenty-eight 
seconds.

Author Recalls Old Time Realty

In relating his Reminiscences of Early 
Chicago and Vielnity,“ a volume which will 
appear in the city book stores within a few 
days, Edwin O. Gale carries hie reader back 
to the time when there were more tations 
in Chicago than white people. 

Mr. Gale accompanied his parents to the 
hopeful young city om May 25, 1835, and since 
that day his life and the Nves of his six sons, 
to whom his book is dedicated, have been 
bound up in the growth of the great city 
which he has had the privilege of observing. 
Mr. Gale’s volume ie published by Fleming 
H. Revell company. 

Mr. Gale's history of the city is optimistic 
from its inception. Beginning with the 


gate of empire, this the seat of commerce, 
he declares that the typical man who will 
grow up here must be an enterprising man. 
Each day as he rises he wifl exclaim ‘I act, 
I move, I push,“ and there will be spread 
hefore him a boundiess horizon, an illimita- 
| ble field of activity.” 


Defends La Salle’s “Chicago.” 


La Salle—Circago—which the explorer had 
defined as I act all around,“ against the

First—A law establishing a national 
board of arbitration consisting of three or 
five members to consider and report on 
all -controversies between corporations en- 
gaged in interstate commerce and their em- 
ployés. The law should compel the board to 
act whenever either party to the controversy 
demanded it, and the president should be 
empowered to add to the board two tempor- 
arty members, one to be recommended by 
each side in the case to be considered. 

“ Second—A law abolishing government by 
injunction. The mine owners want to use 
government by injunction to coerce their 
employés. Let the president answer their 
demand by recommending a law which will 
give the accused a trial by jury where the 
contempt is committed outside of the court- 
room. Why deny to astriking coal miner the 
constitutional right guaranteed to the mean- 
est criminal in the land? 

“ Third—A law that will discriminate be- 
tween the natural man created by the Al- 
mighty and the corporate giant created by 
legislation.

Mass. Oct. More than ordinary 
interest was attached to the annual dinner 
of the Republican Club of Massachusetts 
‘at Symphony hall tonight from the fact 
that the club had for its guest Leslie M. 
Shaw, the secretary of the treasury. Seven 
hundred men occupied seats at the dining 
tables, and the two large baiconies were 
filled with spectators, the majority of whom 
were women. 

Eben 8. Draper, president of the club, 
acted as toastmaster at the dinner, and the 
speakers included, besides Mr. Shaw, Gov. 
W. Murray Crane, Lieut. Gov. John L. Bates, 
the republican candidate for governor, and 
Senator Henry Cabot Lodge. 

In opening the after dinner exercises, Pres- 
ident Draper expressed the regret of the 
club and the republicans of Massachusetts 
‘that Hlihu Root, secretary of war, who was 
an invited guest, should have been kept 
away om account of stress of national af- 


When Mr. Shaw was introduced as the man 
who had met problems in such a way as to 
receive the praise of the people, he was given 
a magnificent reception. — 


Address of Secretary Shaw. 


Secretary Shaw spoke on trusts and possi- 
ble remedies for the trust evils which would 
not destroy useful industries. 
Thesecretary said 'n opening that the best 
statesmen of the democratic party had tried 
to frame an antitrust law and had failed. 
The old style trusts, wherein a trustee took 
charge of the affairs of several concerns, he 
said vanished before the Sherman law, which 
has been the only effective legislation. 
Under it.“ said Mr. Shaw, no trust of 
the original type has ever for a moment pre- 
sumed to lve. They went out of business, 
every last one of them, and they went in- 
etanter. It cured the entire evil as it then 
existed, with the exception that it left un- 
touched the disposition, which has existed 
in the human breast fot some centuries, to 
escape competition whenever possible. This 
disposition has led to new methods for ac- 
complishing the same results. 
“The Sherman aet had not been on the 
statute books long when some one conceived 
the idea that a great corporation could be 
organized which should own.more than one 
concern, or plant, or factory. Under this 
method competitors sell to large corpora- 
tions created for the purpose, usually taking 
stock in the new organization sufficient to 
cover the price agreed upon for the plant 
sold. This method continues at the present 
time.“ 
The speaker quoted the vital points of the 
Sherman law, the democratic theories ad- 
vanced, and the efforts made to apply rem- 
edies. Regarding the latter, he said: 
“Tet no man misunderstand me. There 
may be, I believe there is, statesmanship 
now in congress that can improve that law. 
I am not here to say it cannot be done, but 
Jam here to declare to you, gentlemen, that 
that if it can be done it will be done, and 
that right early.” 
Secretary Shaw explained how it was first 
argued that local legislation should regulate 
trusts and then urged that federal power 
should be exerted, all without any material

The 
president, secretary of agriculture, and sec- 
retary of the interior, as well as members of 
congress, will be thanked for their aid. 

It has been dec'ded that no one project will 
be recommended for construction, as had 
béen urged and hoped for by the delegation 
from different points where government aid 
is of vital importance. Resolutions regard- 
ing uniform state laws were introduced and 
defeated. There is considerable adverse 
comment concerning the fact that so much 
time has been given to representatives of 


inent irrigation engineers and experts, who. 
it was expected, would deliver discourses on 
the subjects of importance to the irrigation 
industry. | 

Railroad Agent Too Zealous. 

This is said to be due in part to the active 
work of the commercial contingent, headed 
by George H. Maxwell, who aims to carry 
the weight of both the irrigation congress 
and irrigation ciation on his shoulders. 
Mr. Maxwell has received censure from a

As stated by a priminent delegate, the fact 
of the matter is that the railway companies 
who have done so much for the western coun- 
try, and who still stand ready to go on with 
the good work, are greatly handicapped by 
this kind of representation.

Colonization is Encouraged.~ 

Col. Thomas Holland, national colonization 
secretary of the Salvation army, read a 
paper by Commander Booth-Tucker on the 
subject of colonization.

St. Johns, N. B., Oct. 8.—[Special. }—The re- 
cent hurricane along the Labrador coast did 
vast damage. The whole coast was swept.

DEFENSE DELAYS 
TAX FRAUD CASE, | 


State So Views thé Long and 
Technical Examination 
of the Veniremen. 


FINDS ONLY TWO JURORS. 


Tolities by the Attorneys 


— 


Two days of effort toward securing a jury 
in the Masonic temple tax fraud case have 
{ resulted in the discovery of but two men 
acceptable to both prosecution and defense. 

Fifty-three veniremen have been exam- 
ined, and the defense has used twelve of its 
peremptory challenges on men whom they 
could not disqualify for reasons eatistactory 
to, the court. 

When court adjourned last evening a third 
prospective juror was sitting in the box 
awaiting the judgment of the defense as to 
his fitness, 

It became apparent during the trial yes- 
terday that the defense was not to be satis- 
fleld with the average citizen as a juror. 
The examination was conducted along lines 
which indicate that every resource will 
be exhausted in prolonging the case. This 
is the view taken by the prosecution at 
least, and State’s Attorney Deneen will be 
agreeably surprised if twelve jurors are found 
before the end of the week. 

The two veniremen who seem to have been 
acceptable to both sides are Robert C. An- 
thony, a deputy weighmaster employed on 
the board of trade, and William Wilkinson, 
a retired grocer living at 6101 Morgan street. 
William H. Joerndt, 404 Moffat street, an 
expert linotype operator, was the third who 
met the requirements of the prosecution, and 
who seemed in a fair wey to find favor with 
the defense. 


Doubts Possibility of Fair Trial.

BRICK LAYING T00 SLOW, 


Bridge Issue; May Cite Law- 
yers for Contempt, 


* 
Fear of a serious accident caused the city 


ninth street intercepting sewer stopped yes- 
terday. Commissioner Blocki learned the 
work was not being done according to the 
contract, and asa result the lives of fifty or 
more workmen were endangered, while a 
sudden cave in might at any time occur at the 


crowded crossing at Thirty-ninth street and 


Cottage Grove avenue. The ¢ontractors 
were given five days in which to remedy the 


trouble. If it is not done then the contract 


will be voided and the ay do the work itself 
by day labor. 

Bhis sewer, which has now been built toa 
point just east of Cottage Grove avenue, has 
been constructed by means of ashield moved 
forward by pneumatic pressure. The walls 
behind are kept from caving in by air pres- 
sure while they are bricked up. The contract 
provides that the brickwork shall proceed as 
fast as the shield, so that the tunnel always 


may be protected, but reports made to Com- 


missioner Blocki showed this provision had 
not been complied with. 

There is now back of the shield 130 feet of 
tunnel which has not been. bricked, and the 
surrounding earth is only kept back by the 
compressed air. Even the shield itself is 
reported faulty, about a foot of it at the 
bottom having been broken off. The inspec- 
tors report that the sof! is so loose that it 
does not retain the compressed air. There is 
danger of the tops and sides of the sewer 
caving in, and not only burying the fifty 
workmen employed but carrying down any 
people who might be in the street.

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ARE PORTO RICANS CITIZENS! 
It is the United States Circuit court in 
New Tork that has decided that Porto 
Ricans are not American citizens in so full 
@ sense as to be entitled to come into this 
éountry on any other terms than those ac- 
Corded to ordinary immigrants. People will 
remember that it was also the same Circuit 
sourt that handed down the Porto Rican 
tariff relations decision,” which was after- 
wards reversed by the Supreme court at 
Washington. The lower court had said that 
from the time of the treaty with Spain to 
the time of the passage of the Foraker act 
duties could legally have been collected on 
Porto Rican imports. The Sup court 
held that as soon as the treaty with Spain 
was signed Porto Rico ceased to be foreign 
territory as far as the collection of duties 
was concerned, although congress might

THE CITY HALL “PLAYS POLITICS.” 
The corporation counsel says the city 
“needs the money.” He pretends that he 
hopes to get some from the county treas- 


urer, and has, therefore, begun suit against

If the city needs money it will be in- 
different. as to the source from which it 
comes provided it is respectable. It will 
be as pleased to get democratic as repub- 
lican money. It can make as good a use 
of interest moneys recovered from demo- 
cratic as from republican officials and of 
moneys recovered from past as from pres- 
ent officials. There should be no discrim- 
ination in suits brought to recover money 
alleged to be due the city, least of all a 
discrimination tainted with violent partisan 
politics. 
The corporation counsel feels it to be his 
duty to begin suit against the republican 
county treasurer. He hashad several years 
in which to bring suit. His duty did not 
become apparent to him until the eve ofa 
county election. But when he became con- 
vinced that the city should sue for the re- 
covery. of interest on taxes collected for it 
he should have displayed a fine impartiality 
and summoned into court not merely Mr. 
Raymond but his republican predecessor, 
Mr. Kochersperger. He should have begun 
suit against the estate of Charles Kern, 
the last democratic county treasurer. It 
is to be presumed — giving a curbstone 
opinion,” as the lawyers say—that the 
statute of limitations will not run against 
a municipality if it can show that it has 
a just claim.

The legality of this arrangement has not 
been demonstrated. Is it not the duty of 
the corporation counsel to prove it at a 
time when the city “ needs money ” so much 
that he feels.obliged to sue the county treas- 
urer? Does the corporation counsel think 
it lawful for the city to give the city treas- 
urer 60 per cent of the interest? If he does 
he must think it lawful for the city to give 
rhim 90 per cent or 100 per cent and pay 
him a salary besides. The arrangement 
may be in some respects a good one for the 
city, but is it lawful? Ik not, it is Mr.

Gen. Chaffee, with his personal staff, sailed 
from Manila on Thursday last for San 
Francisco on the transport Sumner.

Upon that occasion, if Mrs. Chaffee’s 
health permits and Gen. Chaffee’s program 
can be arranged for it, Chicago should ex- 
tend to him a hearty welcome, the details 
of which may be left to an appropriate com- 
mittee. Few men in the army have given 
this country greater reason to be proud of 
them or grateful to them.

But 
matters are no worse as regards the promo- 
tion of the less efficient men under the civil 
service system than they were under the 
political system it has replaced. In the past 
the favoritism of the appointing power and 
the need of satisfying influential politicians. 
have made captains and lieutenants out ot 
men who lacked the special ability which the 
men who fill such places should have. In- 
competent men have been jumped over the 
heads of competent men timeand again. If 
any plan not likely to be abueed can be de- 
vised which will enable a board of examiners 
to take into account the executive ability of 
competing candidates for offices where that 
kind of ability is required it might well be 
devised and put in operation. Then the civil 
service system would be about perfgct. To 
framea plan which would not give epportunt- 
es to the politicians to secure the promo- 
tion of friends even when really incompetent 
is not an easy task.

Great Rush of Quick Shipment Orders 
on Chicago Jobbers—Records Kept

Reports from Columbus, Cincinnati, 
Minneapolis, and St. Paul. 


Western manufacturers and jobbers of 
shoes report a great increase in the business 
done in the first nine months of the year, and 
Boston shows a corresponding loss.

Effect of Freight Rates. 


Chicago, Sept. 25.—[ Editor of The Tribune. 1—1 
have carefully read your editorials in regard to the 
coal strike, and have no doubt but that the sug- 
gestions made by ‘‘ The Tribune will assist ma- 
tertally in solving it; but the freight rates alone 
Will not relieve the present situation or prevent a 
similar situation in the future. I believe you have 
conskiered the suggestion I made as to the ap- 
pointment of a receiver upon the conditions: First, 
that the attorney general shall find that the dif- 
ferences between the employer and employé have 
continued until the situation has become preju- 
digial to public rights; second, that the court be- 
fore appointing a temporary receiver to operate 
the mines shall find that state of affairs to exist. 
This is not a “* condemnation of property without 
due process of law, and the power clearly exists 
with congress to pass the law. It fs true that 
congress has no power to pass laws except that 
affirmatively granted by the constitution, and it 
is doubtful whether the power to operate a mine 
under a government receiver is granted under the 
interstate clause in the constitution, but the Su- 
preme court: of the United States decided that. the 
quarantine, laws, While not expressly provided for 
under the constitution: yet, nevertheless; Congress 
had that power: under the clause of the constitu- 
tion Which provides for the general good” or 
** general welfare.“ 

I have letters from many lawyers stating that I 
have, in their opinion. made the true and correct 
suggestion, and have this moment received a note 
from George W. Smith, who gives as his opinion 
that the power is there, and that I have suggested 
the right way for its use. Tt would not deprive the

The net earnings of $541,813 for the nine 
‘months are at the rate of a little more n 
12 per cent a year on the stock. The com- 
pany has now $6,000,000 stock outstanding, 
out of an authorized issue of $10,000,000. 
Dividends are being paid at the rate of 2 
per cent quarterly, or 8 per cent a year, 
and consequently the present earnings show 
a comfortable surplus above that amount. 
Two quarterly dividends have been paid and 
the third has been declared and made paya- 
ble Oct. 1h. 

Insiders say that the company now is 
per cent on the stock. The corporation was 
organized Jan. 1, 1902, but since then two 
large companies have been taken over.
